grow er”. This statement was made 
this morning by Chester J. Tyson, of 
Flora Dale, when he was 
asked con­ 
cerning the probable 
effect 
of

present war on apple prices. 
Adams County usually 
ships about 
twenty five per cent of 
its 
crop 
to 
Great Bn'tain and this 
year’s 
total 
yield in this county is expected to be 
about 200,000 barrels. For this export 
trade all the hard winter varieties are 
used and the York 
Imperia! 
is 
the 
principal apple exported from Adams 
I County. 
New 
York State and other 
apple regions send their apples which 
I “keep well” and in many sections the 
closing of this export 
trade 
will be 
directly felt. 
Indirectly the effect of the shutting 
' off of this trade will be more general, 
for it will doubtless have 
a 
marked 
effect on the price of fruit to have the 
outlet for such a large 
quantity 
so 
I suddenly cut off. 
Present indications 
! are that the yield in the United States 
; this year will tie from 75 to 
80 
per 
I cent larger than last year and some­ 
what larger 
than 
1912. 
With

bumper crop on hand, 
every avenue 
I of sale should be open in order to se­ 
cure the best prices to the grower. 
Added to this 
condition is another 
I very serious state of affairs caused by 
J the impossibility of getting rid of the 
evaporated fruit.

Un­ 
der the energetic management of the 
town council, coupled with the co-op­ 
eration of citizens, more than a mile 
and a half of fine macadam has been 
constructed at an 
expense 
of 
over 
$25,000. 
The road inspected by Mr. Frey, re­ 
presenting the 
State 
Highway 
De­ 
partment, 
runs 
through 
the 
town 
from no-th to south 
and is 3298 f e d 
in length and 16 feet wide. It 
was 
built by M. and T. E. 
Farrell 
a t a 
cost of $12,538, one 
half of which is 
paid by the state, one fourth by Big­ 
lerville and the other 
fourth by Ad­ 
ams County. 
Property owners along 
the line of the road contemplate im­ 
proving the portion of 
the 
roadway 
not macadamized. 
The town itself last year built 5240 
feet of fine asphalt 
macadam 
from 
eastern to 
western 
Ii nit on 
York 
street, the property 
owners on both 
sides paying one third 
each and the 
borough the 
remaining 
third. 
This 
street was built 
a t an 
expense 
of 
$12,600. 
In order to secure these 
improve­ 
ments it was necessary to have a vote 
of the people to authorize a bond is­ 
sue. It was carried by an overwhelm­ 
ing majority, the ayes winning by 90 
to 15. The council had general super­

The* wa adel ing islands of the KIO 
Gruntle iu their migrations from side 
to sid<* of the wafer course have caused 
years of diplomatic correspondence and 
discussion between tile i nked States 
and Mexico. 
The refusal of certain 
small bodies of land to remain perma­ 
nently attached to one or tile other of 
the river’s hanks deprived them of a 
fixed IeuuI status as cither Mexican or 
American territory aud brought about 
their participation in many illegal ad­ 
ventures. which in turn bal to misun­ 
derstandings between the two coun 
tries. 
in no river is spirit more evident 
than in the Hlo <1 ramie. 
Along its 
sinuous route below Kit* Grande City 
it pushes its way through miles of 
level sand in its final reach for tile 
gulf, tw isting aud doubling upon itself 
11 he a sea serpent. 
In ISIS it was fix­ 
ed upon as the boundary line between 
the Culled States and Mexico. 
The 
boundary was to be the “middle of the 
river, following the deepest channel.” 
I tut the river possessed characteristics 
that had not 
impressed themselves 
upon the fram ers of tile .“'invention as 
possible causes of friction between the 
people living along its hanks. 
In ad­ 
dition to its eroding power, exercised 
through long months of low and mean 
water, it could during flood i*»riods 
leap with torrential 
force across a 
narrow neck of land at tile base of one 
of Its long loops and cut for itself a 
new channel. 
Through such avulsive 
action of the river Texas soil would 
sometimes heroine Mexican, and on oc­ 
casions a plantation occupied by jacals 
aud Mexican citizens would overnight 
find itse lf a part of Texas. 
Au example will serve to show both 
the extraordinary melons of the river 
and the difticulties in the way of any 
satisfactory a djustm ent of conflicting 
Interests. A certain J os lab Turner be­ 
gan to farm the Galveston ranch, on 
the Texas bank. Eight years later he 
was surprised when 221 gores of Mexi­ 
can land cam e across the river and a t­ 
tached Itself to ids ranch. An arrange­ 
ment was effected by which be became 
the owner of this land. Six years later 
the river cut off a piece of Mr. T u r­ 
ner’s land and took it to Mexico. Tw en­ 
ty one yeurs later the river made up its 
mind to repay the farm er for what it 
had taken from him and so c a rr Us I 
back Into Texas a piece of land far 
larger than the tra c t originally lost. 
The Mexican owners claimed posses­ 
sion. and a new convention dealing 
with the questions Wilder dispute be 
'•ame necessary. 
Brigadier General Anson Mills, TT. 
A. A . a pi siln ted to represent the I nlted 
States, recommended that the “cutoffs" 
he forever eliminated from the bouiut- 
nry line, ail those occurring on the 
right of the rh cr to pass to tin* Juris 
diction of Mexico, those on the left to 
that of Texas. The inhabitants, if any, 
should retain their citizenship in Hie 
country from which they had l*een so 
suddenly and violently detached, or 
they might acquire the nationality of 
the country to which they were now 
attached. 
Any cutoff exceeding tlcO 
acres iii area and having a population 
of <*ver 20b souls w as not to tie coiiwid 
ered a banco, aud the old heil of Hie 
river should remain the boundary. 
A 
convention embodying Ills recommenda­ 
tions was finally ratified by l*oth coun­ 
tries. Thus the great turbid, silt hear­ 
ing river Is left to pursue Its way un­ 
trammeled. but the te n o rs so long syn­ 
onymous with its nam e have through 
the operation of tills equable arrange 
(lieut becom e a purt of the storied, re 
mantic pu->t.

Just before the war that led to the 
evncuntion of northern Italy by the 
Austrians Edward Wharton, a young 
American

put abroad, but Wharton found a post 
tlon as such on an English newspaper 
the patrons of which were more direct 
ly Ju'orested In the continental political 
complexion of the times. 
The young Journalist was sent to VI 
ennn, where, possessing those qualifi­ 
cations calculated to make one a social 
success, be been me a favorite lu the 
court circle. 
He w'on the good will of 
the wife of the army officer charged 
with preparations fo r the mobilization 
of troops so far as to be admitted on fa­ 
miliar terms to her home. One day be 
was left alone lu her husband’s cabinet 
and on the desk found spread out a 
schedule showing the movements of 
trains Intended to carry a large army. 
Hastily noting the Important features 
in his memorandum book, he was about 
to leave the room when the major dorao 
entered. 
He found Wharton studying a picture 
on the wall. 
“I l>eg your pardon, sir,” said the 
servant. 
"No one la allowed In this 
room.’* 
"Not allowed here?** said Wharton, 
looking about him with well affected 
surprise. 
"I supposed this was the 
library.” 
"It Is the general's private cabinet.” 
Wharton left the room and the house 
n e dared not let the grass grow under 
his feet 
Should the man who had 
seen him In the cabinet speak of the 
matter to the general some means 
would doubtless be taken to prevent 
what was exposed on the desk from 
being revealed. 
Wharton did not even 
go to his hotel, making straight for 
the railway station.

catch a train for Munich or Nu re rn 
l**rg which would enable him to go 
west, but unfortunately there was no 
train leaving In that direction for sev* 
ernl hours.

former city Wharton Jumped off the 
train Just l»efore It had rolled Into tin 
station, realizing that telegrams might 
l*e sent In every direction ordering thrC 
he In* stopped. 
doing to a hotel, which he entered 
by a rear door, he sent to the office t< 
learn how soon and by what route h* 
could go to Venice. 
He was Informed 
that a boat would leave In an hour 
He went down side streets to tile land 
lug. I***ked ahead of bim and sn” 
standing at the gangway one of tin 
menservants of the house st which ti* 
had purloined his information. 
H« 
knew at once that the man was then 
to identify him. though he must hav< 
l*een there for some time or had l#*ei 
sent on a special train ahead of th* 
one on which Wharton had traveled 
Glancing foreword and astern of th* 
l»ost lying Inside the dock, the fugltlv. 
looked for an opportunity to get aboon 
elsewhere than at the gangway. Thee* 
was but the one entrance, and lf h* 
undertook to go aboard except throng! 
It he would surely l*e observed. To g- 
by that route was hopeless. 
Wharton retreat**! am! determined t' 
go by land. Of course lf he attempt*** 
to telegraph his news In Austria Ii* 
would Is* arrested, and he did not tr.i 
sii'-h a course.

where he put them on.

a train left Venice at IO o'clock at night 
he went to the first station at which I 
stopped and there lamrded It. thus en 
caping any one attempting to proven 
his leaving the city. 
At the next stop the door of the coni 
pa rf men t in which Wharton traxele* 
was thrown *>|N*rj, and a man step|*e« 
upon the footlionrd and ria mined crlt 
leady every one In the compartment 
\\ hart on recognized him as a walt** 
who had often served him at ids lute 
in Vienna 
But the wig and I>enre 
saved him. and after satisfying hlmseli 
that the man re* pi Ired was not flier- 
the walter withdrew, and the trail 
moved on. 
This enabled Wharton to enter Italy 
Th** Italians tint***! the Austrians, an* 
he knew’ that where lie hod one eneni* 
to fear he had a hundred friends t* 
help him. 
Ile left the station, enters*’ 
a gondola ami was rowed to a hotel 
While oil the conal he gave IO francs 
besides his fare, to the gondolier anc! 
to the latter'.-* astonishment pulled cfi 
his heojr*I and wig and dropped then. 
in the water. 
Within linlf an hour Wharton sent 
a cipher telegram to bls putter reveal 
lug news o f the itolltical situation that 
astonished all Europe. 
As to his right to make use of fbi* 
information, that Is a matter of apio 
Ion.
